Long  Awaited 
Guidelines  are 
Distributed  to 
Depositories 

The  long  anticipated  finished 
version  of  the  Guidelines  for  the 
Depository  Library  System  has  now 

gone  out  to  depositories.  This  land- 
mark document  bears  a  foreword  by 
the  Public  Printer,  John  J.  Boyle, 
which  sums  up  its  significance  to  the 
depository  library  program.  iVlr. 
Boyle  writes  as  follows: 
-..^  "For  over  a  century  the  depository 
,!brary  program,  operating  under 
various  Federal  statutes,  has  pro- 
vided the  general  public  with  access 
to  publications  of  the  United  States 
Government.  Congressional  designa- 
tion of  selective  and  regional  deposi- 
tory libraries  has  made  this  program 
national  in  character  and  scope. 

"Currently,  the  depository  library 
program  is  distributing  more  than 
3,800  classes  of  Government  publi- 
cations to  a  broad  range  of  libraries. 
The  1,217  designated  depositories 
include  libraries  of  Federal  and  State 
Governments,  colleges  and  universi- 
ties, special  and  public  libraries. 

"In  operating  the  depository  li- 
brary program,  the  Public  Printer 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Docu- 
ments have  had  the  excellent  profes- 
sional advice  of  the  Depository  Li- 
brary Council  to  the  Public  Printer. 
Council  members  have  generously 
given  of  their  time  and  thought  to 
help  the  program  better  serve  the 
3nd  the  libraries  which  imple- 
.'  .^ent  it.  Their  recommendations 
have  now  brought  forth  specific 
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Assistant  Public  Printer 
(Superintendent  of  Documents)

guidelines  designed  to  make  the  pro- 
gram even  more  effective.

They  represent  a  remarkable  effort 
from  their  genesis  within  the  Council 
in  1974,  and  the  creation  of  a  Com- 
mittee on  Standards  chaired  by  a 
most  patient  and  persistent  docu- 
ments librarian,  Catharine  Reynolds. 
Many  others  worked  with  her  sub- 
sequently in  disseminating  drafts 


through  Public  Documents  High- 
lights to  the  large  community  of 
documents  librarians.  The  thought- 
ful responses  of  hundreds  of  librar- 
ians working  daily  with  documents 
were  integrated  into  this  final  docu- 
ment. It  bears  the  stamp  of  partici- 
patory professionalism  in  the  finest 
sense,  and  will  go  far  in  making  the 
publications  of  our  Federal  Govern- 
ment more  readily  accessible  to  all 
citizens  through  the  depository  li- 
brary program."

Monthly 
Catalog  Corner 

The  1978  Serials  Supplement  v/ill 
be  available  very  shortly.  This  ex- 
panded edition  of  the  Serials  Sup- 
plement will  include  many  rew  en- 
tries, update  the  earlier  records,  and 
correct  many  of  the  errors.  A  few 
remarks  pertaining  to  what  the 
Serials  Supplement  is  and  how  it 
evolved  may  be  helpful. 

The  decision  to  convert  the 
Monthly  Catalog  to  its  present  for- 
mat necessitated  a  review  of  the 
"February  Appendix"  and  its  rela- 
tionship to  the  new  Monthly  Catalog. 
It  was  felt  that  the  size  of  the  new 
Monthly  Catalog  would  not  allow  for 
this  information  to  appear  in  future 
February  issues.  A  supplement  to 
the  Monthly  Catalog  was  decided 
upon  as  the  solution.  By  integrating 
the  philosophical  and  practical 
guidelines  of  the  "February  Appen- 
dix" with  the  spirit  of  AACR  catalog- 
ing, a  device  was  conceived  to  con- 
tinue the  listing  of  subscription 
items.  The  Serials  Supplement 
bridged  the  gap  between  the  old  and 
new  Monthly  Catalog  adequately. 

As  in  its  predecessor,  the  supple- 
ment lists  only  titles  of  Federal 
documents  which  are  issued  more 
than  two  times  a  year,  or  are  avail- 
able on  subscription  from  GPO.  It  is 
not  a  comprehensive  list  of  all  the 
serials  that  GPO  catalogs;  many 
serials  are  recorded  in  the  Monthly 
Catalog  on  a  regular  basis.  A  small 
number  of  publications,  such  as 
Background  Notes  and  Current  Pop- 
ulation Reports,  are  treated  in  both 
the  Serials  Supplement  and  the 
Monthly  Catalog.  Full  sales  informa- 
tion is  provided  for  each  entry  along 


with  complete  descriptive  and  sub- 
ject cataloging. 

Cataloging  for  the  supplement  is 
based  upon  the  Conversional  Serials 
Project  (CONSER)  Editing  Guide  for 
Serials  and  the  Anglo-American  Cat- 
aloging Rules  as  adapted  by  GPO. 
International  Standard  Serial  Num- 
bers (ISSN)  are  provided  when 
known.  But  compiling  the  supple- 
ment was  not  without  its  problems 
and  may  not  meet  the  cataloging  re- 
quirements of  some  libraries. 

Decisions  had  to  be  made  for 
some  items,  such  as  handbooks  and 
manuals,  which  are  issued  irregu- 
larly but  are  updated  by  regularly 
issued  supplements.  Although  the 
basic  manuals  themselves  are  not 
treated  by  most  libraries  as  serials, 
the  supplements  are.  The  cataloging 
rules  make  no  provisions  for  docu- 
ments of  this  nature.  Furthermore, 
online  cataloging  as  is  used  pres- 
ently does  not  allow  for  linkage  of 
records  cataloged  in  different  for- 
mats (e.g.:  manuals  in  a  book  format 
and  their  supplements  in  a  serials 
format).  A  policy  was  adopted  to 
catalog  all  of  these  records  in  a 
serials  format. 

In  this  case  and  similar  circum- 
stances where  policy  decisions  had 
to  be  made,  the  over-riding  consid- 
erations were  to  maintain  the  uni- 
formity of  the  Serials  Supplement, 
the  retrievability  of  all  parts  of  a  title 
in  an  online  system,  and  existing 
cataloging  procedures  in  the  GPO  li- 
brary. The  supplement  could  then 
be  utilized  to  its  fullest  capacity 
while  minimizing  the  differences  be- 
tween itself  and  the  remaining  twelve 
issues  of  the  Monthly  Catalog. 

Annually,  the  Serials  Supplement 
will  be  issued  early  in  March. 


Not  For 
Librarians!

Meets  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays  from  2:30  p.m.  to  4:00 
p.m.  This  new  self-enrichment  course 
is  intended  to  acquaint  participants 


with  the  scope  and  characteristics  of 
U.S.  Government  publications.  The 
primary  emphasis  is  on  those  refer- 
ence tools  which  enable  access  to 
the  great  store  of  information  pro- 
vided by  the  Federal  Government, 
the  largest  publisher  in  the  world. 
Group  contact  time  is  devoted  to  an 
explanation  of  the  history  of  Federal 
publishing,  depository  organization, 
classification  system,  and  indexes. 
Each  participant  compiles  a  list  of 
sources  related  to  a  topic  of  his  or 
her  own  choice.  Because  of  the  wide 
variety  of  information  being  pub- 
lished by  Government,  students 
majoring  in  many  different  fields  will 
find  this  course  useful.  The  course 
will  be  especially  helpful  to  students 
who  are  interested  in  education, 
business,  political  science,  eco- 
nomics, history,  or  sociology." 

Here  is  an  idea  whose  time  has 
come!
